According to a recent Gallop 
Poll, the' public seem s towant to go 
to the popular vote method rather 
than modifying the Electoral College 
system . But even this s\ stein has 
many problems. 
If we had used tins method this 
year, 
it would have given us the 
same winner but it < ould have bt en 
a day later in coming. And then the 
winner would have had such a i lose 
margin of victory that this could 
have 
led to more 
problems. 
\t 
least, 
in this ease, the Electoral 
College served a good pulp'>se — it 
declared a clear cut winner. 
We do not see him 
vou 
to the popular vote sestet 
having 
a 
provision 
for 
While we usually have races

I h‘ t‘ s cen 
the two major parties and no prob­ 
lem with no one getting a majority , 
this was not the case this ,’e; rand 
it might not be the case in tile future. 
Would we want to elect a man p res­ 
ident with univ 30 to 40 percent of 
the vote? We doubt it. 
Ikit. we do not k '<>w if the public 
would want two elections either. 
Like so mans things--the i newer 
to this 
problem is not ft alls 
as 
simple as it first seem s. 
lf we had gone to the trouble of 
having a second election this year, 
would the results 
have been ain 
different? We doubt ii anyone know s, 
The 
two 
problems 
with our 
present system is Uh* possibility of 
the election going into the House and 
the possibility of the candidate w ith 
the highest popular vote losing the 
Electoral vote, 
One 
possible 
solution 
to the 
problem might be in modifying th* 
present Electoral College system . 
While it might not solve all of 
the problems, it is possible that In 
breaking down the I lector a1 vote bv 
Congressional Districts, 
a n d then 
allowing the two other votes to g o 
for the state-wide winner, the H e c ­ 
tor a I vote and the popular vote would 
be kept closer and still provide a 
margin of victory for the candidate 
that carries the most s t a i r s 
Probably if a wanner was not de­ 
clared by this method, then a second 
vote should bo held rather than let­ 
ting 
the 
decision be made by the 
House. 
We believe that in most eases 
this would givens a clear cut winner 
without having a second election and 
at the same time pretty well express 
the w ill of the people. 
It would not be too hard for some 
organization 
or 
committee 
with 
access to past records and a co m ­ 
puter to determine how this would 
have worked in the past. 
We simply find it foreign t<> our 
nature to 
elect a man to an office 
w ithout him winning bv some method 
or other--just being high man in a 
race docs not seem to be enough. At 
one time we had this in special e le c ­ 
tions in the state but found that it 
was not very satisfactory and there­ 
fore changed it. 


It is always amazing to look at 
how people vote on am endm ents. 
Some that you would think could pass 
without opposition fail 
and others 
that seem questionable pass w ithout 
any trouble. 
It appears that a large' number 
of people never take the time to 
study the amendments ahead of time 
and then if in doubt they vote against. 
We could see it better if they just 
did not vote on the ones they fail to 
understand.

Buy a secondhand lawn m ow er 
from the m an next door and. cen­ 
trally speaking. >ou take so u r ow n 
chances, 
lf it falls apart sooner 
than you expected, you would have 
small chance of getting your money 
hack— at least, in a court of law 
For in the eyes of the law, one 
ingredient of the typical second­ 
hand purchase is the buyer's ac­ 
ceptance of extra risk. You pay les. 
not only because there is less wear 
left in the article hut also because 
you don't get the implied assur­ 
ances that come along with som e­ 
thing new 
However, even in a secondhand 
purchase, you sui! h a\e a certain 
degree of protection 


To begin with. you are entitled 
to know that the article is indeed 
secondhand 
Consider this case 
A music dealer put a used piano. 
nicely polished, on display among 
his new pianos— and an unsuspect 
mg w om an bought it. W hen she 
discovered the instrument was sec 
ondhand. she sued the dealer for 
deceiving her. 
"I told her no lies 
he protested 
in court. “She just failed to ask me 
whether the piano was new 
But 
the 
court 
rilled 
in 
the 
w om an's favor The judge said the 
dealer had an affirmative duty to 
clear up a misunderstanding tor 
which he himself was to blame 
Besides 
information 
that 
the 
merchandise is used, you are en 
titled also to a fair description of 
its identity. Thus: 
A 
m an who bought 
a 
“ 1964 
Ford,” which turned out to be 
1963 Ford, won damages in coin* 
despite the fact that he had bought 
the car “as is." The court decided 
that “as is" does not include 
as 
isnt." 
W here does the law draw 
the 
line between “ new" and “used?" 
In one case an appliance dealer 
insisted that the I V set he had sold 
as “ new" 
really 
was 
new. 
even 
though he had already repossessed 
it from an earlier purchaser. 
“ It was new,” he explained in 
court, “in the sense that it w as this 
year's m odel.” 
But the court held the second 


sale invalid because, to the average 
custom er, “ new ” means never-be­ 
fore-used. 
In short, 
even 
in secondhand 
transactions the law fixes a basic 
standard of fair dealing.
